POSTMASTER 
GIVES TIPS ON 
XMAS MAILING 


"Tile handling of Christm as mail 
will be greatly facilitated by careful 
preparation of the mail by the send­ 
ers," says a post office departm ent 
warning, issued today by Postmas­ 
ter Lawrence E. Oyler. 
In order to help both themselves 
and the post office employes in as­ 
suring that mail reaches its destina­ 
tion on time and in good condition, called by radio and told that Bor­ 
ough Police Officer Charles W Culp, 
Jr., was at the garage. Mackert was 
about to drive away from the curb to 
take Libby bark to Phiel's and turn 
him over to Gulp, when Libby made 
an attem pt to get out of the car.
